W e fou ght It and won. 
One of the su p erv isors declared that the w elfare depart 
ment of the cou nty , if the needv 
were turned over to it, 
cou ld sav e $2fv oo a month on a family that is rettin e $48. 00 
Now they are telllnp y ou that If y ou w ill vote for the 
bonds then v ou will hav e hip wnp es. 
Three million, fiv e hu ndred thou sand dollars o f this money 
is to he tu rned ov er to the Board of Supervisors to buy right» 
of way. 
Yearly two million dollar* of It Is Just extra money for 
them to u se as they may desire. 
This doesn’t help y ou anv , does it? 
Now they say that there are poing to be 6000 men em ­ 
p loy ed. 
W hat are tbe facts? 
The facts are that the 
engineer’s report estimates that 
2200 men will be u sed. 
Bu t the fact» as they apply to most engineering enter­ 
p rises, large and « mall, wou ld lead one to believe that there 
wou ld not be more than 600 men 
employed on this enterprise 
at anv one time. 
Ttist ex amine into the facts and you will find y ou are being 
misled by those who seem to have no regard for the truth and 
of cou rse we k now thev have nev er had regard for the workers. 
Au ain, thev say that y ou are going to get b ig w ages. 
I hav e seen statement» they hav e made that it w as going 
to he from “o cents to $1.37 an 
hour; other statement» from 
62'* cents to $1.10 an hou r. 
Now think a m inu te! 
Do v ou imagine for a moment 
that if these men really 
believ ed that y ou were going to get su ch a w age, they would 
p u blicly say so? 
The farm bu reau is largely a political organization, a co­ 
ordinating branch of which has 
heen fighting decent wages 
ev en where in California, a» their main 
backing! 
Do y ou think these farmers wou ld vote a $30. 00 an acre 
mortgage on their farms 
to p ay w age earners from 70 cents 
to $1.7 7 or ria1# cent» to $1.10 an 
hour? 
W hat do y ou su p p ose they are telling the farm ers behind 
closed doors abou t the wages that will 
be paid? 
Thev are telling the m : 
"It 
doesn’t make any difference 
what the work ers get p er hou r, they don’t get any more per 
month. 
If the wage p er hou r 
is u p , the number o f hour» Is 
down, so w hat’s the odd» ?” 
Yes, if this enterp rise is to be carried on by contractor* 
u nder contract, the p rev ailing wage w ill be paid. 
Bu t if that is done, thev will do as other enterprises have 
ng their Own men in for 
the work they need to do. 
. 
If it is done u nder the direction 
of the w elfare d ep artm en tjp 
of this state and that is the alleged 
plan, and $1. 300, 000 1* 
allocated in the allowances to bu y their machinery, which they 
wou ldn’t he doing for contractors, I say , 
if it is going to be 
done in the welfare dep artment, the 
w elfare department will 
not p ay any su ch money to the ordinary wage earner. 
Yes, I think some will get 7 0 cents an hou r. 
Some may get $2.00 an hou r. 
The cement comp any will get mu ch more than thl«. 
N ow 
they are try ing to mak e y ou believ e that the high amount, 
which they will p ay to their selected few, will be the amount 
they will p ay to the others. 
The federal rep resentativ e« themselves have had to deny 
these statements which are p u t forth to 
deceive y ou . 
I am fighting today for y ou r interest, and have always 
done so. 
I am going to continu e to do it. 
And when robbery ' is committed 
in 
official life, it final­ 
ly hu rts labor worse than any one else. 
The intelligent laboring men k now it. 
I am objecting to $1,650,000 
more being paid over to 
ou r bonrd of su p erv isors than it required for the w ork they 
mu st do. 
And this ex cess they were asked to cut out by their own 
engineers. 
They k now that the tax p ay ers and all people who are in­ 
v estigating the matter will v ote against them. 
Desp erate, they say : "W here can we get some votes? 
"O h, we will get the 
labor fellows by misrepresenting It to 
them.” 
So they p u t ou t their circulars. 
I have looked it over 
and I do not note one solitary 
true statement in regard to 
labor that circu lar contains and I notice 
the group who are 
back of it. 
W hen I hav e been fighting for 
the unemployed and to get 
money for the u nemp loy ed and when the supervisor» sai ^ 
there was no money in the treasu ry and I located $350, 000? 
in the midst of a big contest 
ami when I w as raising money 
for *the u nem p loy ed; when the supervisor» and the w elfare 
dep artment were declaring that there 
was no need; that peo­ 
p le were not in need in this 
county (this was before the fed­ 
eral gov ernment took hold,) I said when 
these things were 
being done, the same grou p that is here 
trying to fasten these 
bonds u p on the p eop le at the time were fighting side by »ide 
with the hoard of su p erv isors to cover up the money in the 
treasu ry awav from the needy and joined in the choru» that 
there w asn’t any su ch need anyhow. 
D on’t be fooled. 
Aid in p rotecting y ou rself and the county. 
There will be a bu siness-lik e bond proposition presented 
to the v oters. 
It will not contain 
nearly tw o million dollar* in money to 
he handed to ou r officials 
beyond the necessities and re­ 
q u irements. 
It will not hav e a dollar of graft anywhere in it. 
Bu t it will be su p jx irted by those who have y ou r interest in 
mind and the interest of the commu nity 
in mind and the 
interest of the cou ntry in mind. 
Rebu k e this attemp t to presume that you cannot recog­ 
nize the facts and y ou cannot distingu ish 
your friend* from 
those who hav e shown 
you they are not your frienda.
